Public Forum 


Let’s make speedy 
decisions about city 
parking problems 

Other merchants, (those 
sitting as the Chamber Board) 
also joined in (to a chamber 
discussion concerning park¬ 
ing problems in Sierra Madre) 
after the pointed comments 
made by both Herb Stroh 
and myself as we jumped in 
with both feet. There is a real 
problem here and it must be 
addressed and resolved in 
the best interests of the public, 
the merchants. City Hall, and 
the enforcement personnel 
involved. 

I therefore make the fol¬ 
lowing comments for those 
interested (some my own, 
some picked up at the Tues. 
meeting). I ask that they be 
considered by all concerned 
and discus.sed at the meeting 
to be held on Monday, Apr 
18, 7:30 p.m. at the Park 
House. 

1. Discussion of the prob¬ 
lem to take place with desig¬ 
nated members of the City 
Council, the Chief of Police, 
interested merchants, the 
Chamber Board, and any 
Sierra Madre citizen wishing 
to attend. The necessity for 
such a composite group lies 
in the fact that we can dis¬ 
cuss and come up with ideal 
solutions. 

2. That parking on the 
north side of the 1st block 
be redesignated to a 30-minule 
parking limit instead of 2 
hours as is presently the cur¬ 
rent limit. I state this as cus¬ 
tomers of businesses on that 
side of the .street as a general 
rule complete their business 
within a 30-minute period, 
usually much less. Also it is 
noted that there are no park¬ 
ing spaces available behind 
these stores, as there is on 
the south side of the street. 
This could possibly apply to 
Kersting Court and the west 
side of the 1st block of N 
Baldwin Ave. 


3. That those citizens in¬ 

volved in share-a-ride or dri¬ 
ving their cars to town and 
then taking the bus to their 
jobs be instructed to park 
in the parking lot behind the 
buildings on the south side 
of Sierra Madre rather than 
the Auburn parking lot, or 
the parking lot behind the 
old City Hall. I 

4. That the Auburn park¬ 
ing lot and the parking lot 
behind the old city hall be re¬ 
designated as a 2-hour park¬ 
ing limit area with extended 
parking beyond this limit by 
special permit only, to be 
approved and issued by the 
Police Department. This 
would help to take care of 
the overflow of those requir¬ 
ing more than 30 minutes 
to see attorneys or account¬ 
ants, or even extended banl^ 
ing conferences at Imperial 
Savings. 

5. That the general public 
be reinformed that it is a 
no-no to park in a cross¬ 
walk, even if it only takes 
moments to access the ready 
teller machine at that loca¬ 
tion. (For various safety 
reasons in addition to getting 
a possible ticket from some 
passing Police vehicle.) ^ 

6. That it is acknowledged 
that all these changes would 
have to phased in, in an ap¬ 
propriate time frame. 

7. That a time limit of 
60 days, that is by June 30th- 
at the latest, these specific 
area problems be resolved 
and resulting decisions be 
implemented. 

One last passing thought; 
What is going to happen when 
the old City Hall is refur¬ 
bished and open for business? 
Where are these business 
people and their customer^ 
or clients going to park? 

Think about it, but don’t 
take too long, or both other 
merchants and customers will 
find some other area to do 
business.

the purpose of creating an 
awareness of local and state¬ 
wide waste problems and or¬ 
ganizing local activities that 
add support and resources 
to help solve those problems. 
Four good reasons can be 
given for supporting this 
campaign. 

First, reclamation and re¬ 
cycling save energy and con¬ 
serve natural resources need¬ 
ed as raw material. 

Second, it reduces the bur¬ 
den of waste disposal — 
existing landfills are ap¬ 
proaching saturation and 
new ones are increasingly 
hard to find and pay for. 

Third, the failure to re¬ 
cycle is a primary cause of 
litter which is ugly, unhealthy, 
and useless waste. 

Fourth, resource conserva¬ 
tion can be profitable busi- 
nesswise, both for individuals 
and organizations. 

Among the ways in which 
we can help bring the waste 
problem under control are: 
actively recycling, employing 
garbage to energy systems 
wherever possible, improving 
methods of siting and com¬ 
pacting landfills, encourag¬ 
ing litter control and enforce¬ 
ment, and by reducing waste 
at the source - in our homes.

SI million a year, states and 
counties with greatly reduced 
litter problems and therefore 
reduced costs for the control 
of such problems. 

Here in Sierra Madre, 
S.M.E.A.C. manages a re¬ 
cycling center located across 
from the tennis courts at the 
community recreation center 
at 611 E. Sierra Madre Blvd., 
which accepts newspapers, 
glass and aluminium. 

It is the oldest continu¬ 
ously functioning recycling 
center in the San Gabriel 
Valley. Our recycling center 
is actually operated by com¬ 
munity groups such as Boy 
and Girl Scouts, Kiwanis, 
high school band and chorale. 
Civic Club, Masonic and 
Eastern Star groups and the 
Rose Float Association as a 
source of funds for their 
activities. 

So community support 
represents a fifth reason why 
we in Sierra Madre have to 
recycle and avoid unneces¬ 
sary waste.
